The railroad commission bill was 


advanced 15 to 7 and the tax com-

Each car- j 
ries a' referendum clause providing 
that they shall be submitted to pop- 
ular vote at the regular election in 
1920.Senator Arnold was the only so- 
cialist voting in opposition and it is 
oi-.e of the few occasions on which 
the socialists have divided. Senatoi 
Benfey first endeavored to lay thf 
bill over for a hearing in committee 
of the whole on Thursday.

If this bill was passed every utility in the state would raise 


its rates and the railroad commission would never^n the world 
be able to review rates so established. 


It is a bill distinctly in the interests of the big mterests of 


the state. They are attempting to break down the only barrier 
still existing against a wholesale increase in rates. 


If the reactionary assembly chooses to give final passage to 


this bill there ought to be enough members of the senate to give 
this measure its death blow. 


Meanwhile watch for the roll calls on this measure.

It appeared that the state manufacturing associations and 


other employer associations through their committees had met 
with a committee from the Wisconsin Federation of Labor and 
other representatives of labor where with their feet under the 
same table they reached a common understanding. Both sides 
made concessions. 
A spirit of harmony and fair play pre- 


vailed. 


The proposed law makes substantial increases m compen- 


sation in cases of accidental injuries, and it was further agreed 
that the compensation law should be extended to include occu 
pational diseases. This is a real improvement over the present

legisalture from a large amount of work. 


How different the action of employers in this matter from 


that of local employers in dealing with their workmen! The 
state employers had no hesitation in collective bargaining. They 
readily met the workmen through their union organizations 
They found the workmen reasonable. A happy solution of an 
industrial insurance program was found without the loss of a 
day's wage to the workmen. The compromise breathes some- 
thing of the spirit of what should be the policy of the future. 
The employers, the unions, and the state are to be congratulated.

It still seems to be 
my duty to take part in the 
counsels of the peace confer- 
ence and contribute, what I can 
to the solution of the innumer- 
able questions to whose settle- 
ment it has had- to address 
it- 


self: Whole, World 'Affected 


For they are questions which 


affect the peace of.the 
whole 


world and from 
them, there- 


fore, the United States cannot 
stand apart. I deemed it my 
duty to call the congress 
to- 


gether at this time because it 
was not wise to postpone long- 
er the provisions which 
must 


be made for the support of the 
government. 
Many of the appropriations 


which are absolutely necessary 
for the maintenance 
of 
the 


government and. the fulfillment 
of its varied obligations for the 
fiscal year 1919-20 
have 
not 


yet been made; the end of the 
present fiscal year is at hand; 
and action upon these appropri- 
ations "can no longer 
be pru- 


dently delayed. It is necessary 
therefore, that 'i should immedi- 
ately call your attention to this 
critical need. It is hardly nec- 
essary for me to urge that it 
may receive your prompt atten- 
tion. I shall take the liberty of 
addressing you on my return on 
the subjects which have 
most 


engrossed our attention and the 
attention-of the world during 
these last anxious months since 
the armistice of last November 
was signed -the international 
settlements which ' must 
form 


the subject matter of the pres- 
ent'treaties of pence and of our 
national action in the immedi- 
ate future. It would be prema- 
ture to discuss them or to ex- 
press a judgment about them 
before they are-brought to their 
completex formulation. by 
the 


agreements which are now be-

people.

By the question of labor I do not 


mean the question ;of efficient -indus- 
trial production, the 
question of 


how labor is"lo be obtained 
and 


who do the daily labor of the worl 
to obtain progressive improvemen 
in the conditions of their labor, 1 


made effective in the great process 
of sustaining populations ar.d win- 
ning success amidat'commercial and 
industrial • rivalries. 
I'- me»n that 


much greater, and more vital ques- 
tion, how are the men and -women 


be made happier, and to be serve< 
better by. the communities and-th 
industries-which-their labor sustain 
and advances? How are they to be 
given their right advantage as citi- 
zens and human beings? 


We cannot go any further in 


our present direction. We have 
already gone too far. We can- 
not live our right life as -a na- 
tion, achieve our proper success 
as an individual community if 
capital and labor are to continue 
to be antagonistic instead of be- 
ing partners; if they are to con- 
tinue to distrust one another 
and contrive how they can get 
the better of one another. 
Or, 


what perhaps amounts to the 
same thing, calculate by what 
form and degree of coercion 
they can manage to extort .on 
the" one hand work enough to 
make enterprise profitable, on 
the other, justice and fair treat- 
ment enough to make life tol- 
erable. 
That bad road has 


turned out a blind alley. It is 
no thoroughfare to real pros- 
perity. 
We must find another 


leading in another direction.and 
to a very different destination. 
It must lead not merely to ac- 
commodation, "but also to a gen- 
uine co-operation and partner- 
ship based upon a real communi- 
ty of interest and participation 
in control. 


There is now, in fact, a real 


community of interest between 
capital and labor, but it has 
never been made evident in ac- 
tion. 
It can be/made operative 


and manifest only in a new or- 
ganization 
of industry. 
The 


genius of our business men and 
the sound, practical sense of our 
workers can certainly work such 
a partnership out' when once 
they realize exactly what it is 
that they seek and sincerely 
adopt a common purpose with 
regard to it. 


Labor 
legislation 
lies, 
of 


course, chiefly with the states; 
but the new spirit and method 
of organization which must be 
effected are not to be brought 
about by.legislation so much, as 
by tha common counsel and vol- 
untary co-operation of capital- 
ists; manager and workman. 


Legislation can 
go, only- ,a 


very little way in'.commanding . 
what shall be done. The organ- 
ization of industry is a matter 
of corporate and individual-ini- 
tiative and «f practical business 
arrangement. 'Those who really 
desire a new relationship be- 
tween capital and labor 
can 


readily find a way'to bring' it 
about ar.d perhaps federal legis- 
lation can' help more than state 
-legislation could'. 


• The object 
of all reform 
in 


this essential matter must be 
the genuine democratization, of 
industry, based upon a full rec-- 
ognition of the '.right of1 those 
who work in whatever rank, 'to 
participate in some .organic way 
in every decision which directly 
affects their welfare or the 'part 
they are to play- in • industry. 
Some positive legislation is prac- 
ticable. The congress .has 
al-- 


ready shown the. way. to 'one 
reform which; should.be '..world- 
wide, by' establishing the 8-hour, 
day as the standard day in ev- 
ery field of'labor/over-which it 
can exercise "'control-. .'It, has 
sought to find the way. "to pre--- 


*• vent .child 
labor, 'and .will,". I. 


hope and believe; presently find 
it. 'It has served 
the ;whole 


country by leading'the'way in 
developing the means 
ofjpre- 


serving and-vsafeguardirigirlife 
and .health in dangerous indus- 
tries.' "It can now help in the 
difficult task,, of giving, a',new 
form, and spirit .to industrial or- 
ganization by co-ordinating the 
several .agencies., of,'conciliation 
and adjustment whicTChave been 
brought into existence by the 
difficulties and mistaken policies 
of the present management of 
industry ami by setting up and 
developing new federal. agtn- 


cies of advice and 
information- 


which may serve as a. clearing. -. 
house for the best experiments 
and the best -thought on this-. 
great matter, upon which-every ' 
thinking man must be aware 
that the future development ol: 
society directly depends. 


Agencies 
-of 
international 


counsel 
and 
suggestion 
are • . 


presently to be created in con- 
nection with the league of na- 
tions in this very field; but it 
is national action and the en- 
lightened policy of individuals, 
•corporations and societies with- 
in each- nation that must bring 
about the actual reforms. The 
members of the committees on 
labor in the two houses . will 
hardly need suggestions from 
me as to what means they shall 
seek to make the federal govern- 
ment the agent of the 
whole 


nation in -pointing out and, if 
need be, guiding the -process of 
reorganization and reform. 


I am sure that it is not-neces- 


sary for me to remind you that 
there is one immediate and very 
practical question of labor that 
we should meet in the most lib- 
eral spirit. We must ses to it 
that our returning soldiers are 
assisted in every practical way 
to 'find the places for 
which 


they are-fitted in the daily work 
of the 
country- 
This can be 


done by developing ar.d main- 
taining upon an adequate scale 
the admirable organization cre- 
ated by the department of labor 
for placing men seeking work; 
and it can also be done, in at 
least one very great field, by 
creating new opportunities for 
individual enterprise.hT e sec- 
retary of the interior has point- 
ed out the way by which return- 
ing soldiers may be helped to 
find and "take up 
land in tne 


hitherto undeveloped regions of 
the country which the federal 
government has prepared or can 
readily prepare for cultivation 
and for many of the cut over or 
neglected areas which lie with- 
in the limits of the older states; 
and I once more take the lib- 
erty of recommending very -urg- 
ently that his plans shall re- 
ceive the immediate and sub- 
stantial support of the congress. 


Peculiar and very stimulating 


conditions .await our commerce 
and industrial enterprise in the 
immediate future. Unusual op- 
portunities will presently pre- 
sent themselves 
to our mer- 


chants-and producers in foreign 
markets and large fields for 
profitable investment . will 
be 


opened'to our free capital. But - 
it is not only of that that I am 
thinking; it is not 
chiefly of 


that I am thinking. Many great 
industries, prostrated 
by

war wait to be rehabilitated, in 
many parts of the world where 
what will be lacking is 
not 


brains or willing hands or or- 
ganizing 
capacity 
or experi- 


enced skill,, but machinery and 
raw materials 
and capital. I 


believe that our . business men, 
our merchants, our manufactur- 
ers and our capitalists will have 
the vision to see that prosper- 
ity in one part of the world min- 
isters to prosperity everywhere. 
That there is in 
a very true 


sense a solidarity ' of interest 
throughout the world of enter- 
prise and that 
our 
dealings 


with the countries that 
have 


need of our products and our 


• money will teach them to deem 


us more than ever'friends whose 
necessities we seek in the right 
way to serve.

Our 
new 
merchant 
ships 


which have in some quarters- 
been feared as destructive ri- 
vals, may prove- helpful rivals, 
rather, and a common servant 
very much .needed and very wel- 
come. 
Our great shipyards, 


.new and old, will be so opened 
to the use of the world that they 
will prove immensely service- 
able to every maritime people in 
restoring, much more rapidly 
than would otherwise have been 
possible the tonnage wantonly 
destroyed in the war.- 
I have 


only to suggest that there are 
many points at which we can 
facilitate American enterprise in 
foreign trade by opportune leg- 
islation and make it ecsy for 
American 
merchants 
to 
go 


• where they will be welcomed as 


friends rather than as dreaded 
antagonists. 
America has a 
great and• honorable service to' 
perform in bringing the com- 
mercial and industrial undertak- 
ings of the world back to their 
old .'scope and swing, again, and 
putting a solid structure of cred- 
it under them. 
All our legisla- 


tion .should' be friendly to such 
plans and -puropses. 


And, 
credit and 
enterprise 


alike will be quickened by time- 
ly and helpful legislation with 
regard to taxation. I hope that 
•the congress will'firid it possible 
to undertake an early reconsid- 
eration-of. federal .taxes in order 
to make our system-of taxation 
more, simple arid easy of admin- 
istration and'the. taxes them-. 
selves as little •' Burdensome as 
they, can.be'made;and yet suffice 
•to supportvthe'vgpyernment and 
meet .all .its obligations. 
The 


figures', to which those obligar% 
tions have arisen are very great" 
indeed, but they are not so great 
as to make it difficult for the 
nation to meet them and meet 
them,-perhaps, in a single gen- 
eration, by taxes which will

mense sums we have had.to,bor- 
row, added to the'amraense- sums

for a very large proportion of 
those sums were raised in order

governments with" which we were 


associated in war and those 
loans will, of course, consUtote 
assets, not liabilities, and will 
not have to be taken care of by 
our taxpayers. 
The main thlmj we shall ha/e 


to care for is that our taxation 
shall-rest as lightly as possible 
on the productive resources of 
the country,, that its rates shall 
be stable, and that it shall Be 
constant in its revenue yielding 
power. We have found the mam 
source's from-which it must be 
drawn. I take it for granted 
that its mainstays will hence- 
forth be the ir.come tax, the ex- 
cess profits tax and the estate 
tax. 
All these can be EO ad- 


justed to yield 
constant 
and 


adequate returns and yet not 
constitute a too grievous bur- 
<fcn on the taxpayer. A revision 
if the income tax has already 
been provided for by the act of 
1918 but I think 
yo-i will find 


that further changes can be 
made to advantage both in the 
rates of tax and the methods of 
its collection. The excess proi- 
its tax need not long be main- 
tained at the rates which were 
necessary while the enormous 
expenses of the'war had to be 
borne; but it should be made tne 
basis for a permanent system 
which will reach undue profits 
without 'discouraging the enter- 
prise and activity of our busi- 
ness men. The taxes on inheri- 
tances ought, 
no doubt, to be 


reconsidered in its relation to 
'the fiscal systems of the several 
states, - but 
it 
certainly 


ought to remain a permanent 
part of the fiscal system of the 
federal government also. 


Many of our minor taxes pro- 


vided for in the revenue leg- 
islation of 1917 and 1S18 though 
no doubt made necessary by the 
pressing necessities of war time 
could hardly find sufficient jus- 
tification under the easier cirr 
cumstances of peace 
and can 


nov.- happily 
be got - rid of. 


Among these, I hope, you wnl 
agree," are the excises upon va-

They 


are 'unequal in the>dr.cidence on 
different industries and on dif- 
ferent individuals.

But you 
have at hand in the treasury ae- 
partme'nt many experts who can 
advise you on the matters much 
better than I can. I car. only, 
suggest the lines of a perman- 
ent and workable system, ar.d 
the placing of the taxes where 
thev will least hamper the life 
of the people. 
There is, fortunately no occa- 


sion for undertaking in the im- 
mediate future, any general re- 
vision of our system of import 
duties. 
No serious danger of 


foreign competition now threat- 
ens American industries. Our 
country has emerged from the 
war less 
disturbed and 
less 


weakened than any of the Eu- 
ropean countries which are our 
competitors 
in 
manufacture. 


Thsir industrial establishments 
have been subjected to. greater 
strain than .ours, their 
labor 


forces to a more serious disor- 
ganization and this .is clearly 
not the time to seek an organ- 
ized -advantage. 
The _work of 


mere reconstruction will, I am 
afraid, tax the capacity and re- 
sources of their people for years 
to come.'

Least of all should .we depart
